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INTRODUCTION 


Army  Air  Forces  Statistical  Digest  summarizes  the  great  volume  of  statistical  information  collected  and 
published  by  the  various  offices  in  Headquarters,  AAF  and  certain  AAF  commands.  Thq  more  important  data  on 
the  many  activities  and  operations  of  the  AAF  are  brought  together  on  a  uniform  basis  to  serve  as  an  official 
and  basic  reference  manual  for  the  Army  Air  Forces,  War  Department  and  other  interested  Government  agencies. 

The  1 94-6  edition  of  the  Digest  is  designed  to  be  the  first  in  an  annual  series,  and  each  issue  will  be 
revised  to  meet  current  needs  and  to  bring  the  many  series  up  to  date.  Previous  editions  -  Army  Air  Forces 
Statistical  Digest  (World  Wat  II)  and  Supplement  Number  I  thereto  -  made  available  summary  statistics  on 
World  War  II  and  on  selected  subjects  for  1945,  respectively.  The  present  issue  includes  the  majority  of  the 
tables  carried  in  the  earlier  volumes  with  the  exception  of  the  section  on  World  War  II  combat  operations. 
Historical  continuity  has  been  preserved,  and  each  series  has  been  brought  forward  through  1946. 

Continuing  research  in  the  sources  and  validity  of  the  data  has,  in  several  instances,  effected  major 
changes  and  extended  the  data  to  cover  earlier  periods.  Several  revisions,  both  in  content  and  format,  have 
been  made  during  the  preparation  or  this  issue.  For  example,  the  many  reorganizations  and  regroupings  of 
commands  preclude  the  continuity  in  any  series  on  personnel  information  by  command.  To  overcome  the  changes 
in  command  structure,  a  new  box  head  has  been  introduced  at  the  appropriate  date.  By  this  device,  reorgani¬ 
zation  changes  become  more  readily  apparent.  Where  a  command  has  merely  undergone  a  change  in  name  as  in  the 
case  of  Air  Materiel  Command  -  from  Air  Technical  Service  Compand  -  the  newest  name  is  utilized  generally 
throughout  the  series. 

In  addition,  several  new  tables  have  been  added.  The  new  series  cover  such  topics  as  Negro  flying 
training,  foreign  flying  students  trained  by  the  AAF,  Negro  and  Women's  Army  Corps  personnel  by  command,  ac¬ 
cessions  and  separations  of  civilian  personnel  (total  and  with  veteran's  preference)  and  graded  and  ungraded 
civilian  personnel  in  the  Personnel  and  Training  section:  deliveries  of  aircraft  engines  by  plant  and  model, 
airplane  procurement  programs,  unit  cost  of  aircraft  engines,  acceptances  of  gliders  and  special  purpose  air¬ 
craft  by  model,  storage  space  at  Air  Materiel  Command  installations,  aircraft  engines  on  hand,  aircraft  en¬ 
gine  operating  hours  between  major  overhauls,  disposition  of  airplanes  excess  to  military  requirements  in  the 
section  on  Aircraft  and  Equipment;  medical  air  evacuation  operations  of  the  Air  Transport  Command,  value  and 
number  of  contract  terminations  by  type  of  contract,  disposition  of  surplus  property  (excluding  aircraft), 
hospital  admissions  of  military  personnel  and  accidents  on  the  ground  in  the  Miscellaneous  section. 

Sources  of  the  majority  of  the  data  are  the  many  publications  and  unpublished  records  of  Statistical 
Control  Division.  The  tabulations  which  were  furnished  by  other  offices  in  Headquarters,  AAF  or  AAF  compands 
are  annotated  as  to  source.  Tables  containing  no  source  reference  are  those  supplied  by  Statistical  Control 
Division.

involving  more  than  five  percent  of  body  sur¬ 
face  or  involving  less  than  five  percent  if 
to  the  second  or  third  degrees.  Major  dam¬ 
age  includes  damage  to  such  parts  of  the  air¬ 
craft  as  landing  gear,  wings,  fuselage,  sta¬ 
bilizers  and  power  plant  to  the  extent  that 
the  part  must  undergo  major  repair  or  be  re¬ 
placed.

Statistics  on  the  number  of  tactical  grcups  and  separate  squadrons  presented  in  this  section  include 
only  those  units  which  were  actually  activated  prior  to  or  on  the  dates  shorn;  i.e. ,  units  for  which  activa¬ 
tion  or  inactivation  orders  had  not  been  accomplished  by  the  dates  shown.  This  criterion  for  the  number  of 
units  on  hand  as  sell  as  exhaustive  research  has  effected  many  changes  in  the  figures  published  previously 
in  the  World  War  II  Digest.  In  addition,  the  method  of  presentation  differs  radically  from  the  latter.  In 
the  following  pages,  the  figures  immediately  preceding  the  parentheses  Indicate  the  number  of  groups  as  mea¬ 
sured  by  the  activations  of  group  headquarters,  while  the  figures  within  the  parentheses  represent  the  num¬ 
ber  of  squadrons  assigned  to  those  groups.  Such  units  as  replacement  training  and  parent  operational  train¬ 
ing  units  which  were  included  in  the  World  War  II  Digest  are  now  excluded.  The  number  of  separate  squadrons 
are  presented  for  the  first  time. 

Since  the  end  of  World  War  II,  the  composition  of  groups  and  squadrons  has  changed  considerably.  In 
numerous  instances  reduced  strength  Tables  of  Organization  and  Equipment  (T/0  &  E)  are  in  operation,  and 
such  units  as  Heavy  and  Uedlum  Bombardment  and  Twin  Engine  Fighter  Groups  have  been  Inactivated  or  converted 
to  another  type  of  airplane.  The  most  usual  composition  of  tactical  units,  in  planes  and  personnel,  as  of 
31  December  1946  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

The  usual  make-up  of  a 
group  comprises  a  group  headquarters,  consisting  of  22  officers  and  60  enlisted  men,  and  three  squadrons. 

Troop  Carrier  groups  include  Combat  Cargo  groups  during  the  war  period.  The  latter,  deployed  in  the  Pa¬ 
cific  and  amounting  to  a  maximum  of  four,  were  combined  with  Troop  Carrier  because  of  relative  similarity  of 
mission  and  composition.

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2.  PERSONNEL  AND  TRAINING 


All  figures  on  military  personnel  shown  In  this  section  are  assigned  strength  figures  and  are  concerned 
solely  with  those  personnel  chargeable  to  the  AAF  Troop  Basis. 

National  Guard  and  Reserve  personnel  are  Included  only  when  on  active  duty.  Arms  and  Services  personnel 
on  duty  with  the  AAF  (ASWAAF)  are  first  shown  in  September  1941.  While  such  personnel  were  on  duty  with  the 
Air  Corps  prior  to  that  date  -  for  example,  flight  surgeons  •  the  data' available  have  been  of  such  an  incom¬ 
plete  nature  that  Air  Corps  personnel  only  are  shown  prior  to  that  date. 

Where  statistics  on  Negro  and  Women's  Army  Corps  personnel  are  shown  separately,  these  data  should  not 
be  added  to  those  In  tables  with  comparable  titles  in  order  to  arrive  at  total  AAF  figures.  The  latter 
tables  already  include  WAC  and  Negro  personnel. 

Foreign  flying  students  are  not  included  in  the  figures  on  flying  training  but  are  shown  separately.

Note.— Annual  strength  figures  are  as  of  30  June  except  as  noted.  The  history  of  the  AAF  falls  into  several 

well  defined  phases.  On  1  August  1907  the  Aeronautical  Division  of  the  Signal  Corps  was  established,  and 
this  division  continued  until  1  July  1914  when  it  was*  reorganized  as  the  Aviation  Section  of  the  Signal 
Corps.  In  May  1918  Amy  aviation  was  divorced  from  the  Signal  Corps  by  Presidential  order  and  comprised 
the  Division  of  Military  Aeronautics,  Bureau  of  Aircraft  Production  and  the  Spruce  Section  which  had  been 
organized  in  November  1917.  (The  latter  was  created  to  expedite  lumber  production  for  aircraft  construc¬ 
tion.)  Legislative  cognizance  of  a  separate  arm  occurred  on  4  June  1920  when  the  Air  Service  was  created. 
The  Air  Corps  was  established  in  July  1926  and  continued  until  the  reorganization  of  the  Army  in  March  1942. 
At  that  time,  the  Army  Air  Forces  as  now  constituted  came  into  being.
